The Memorandum in Support of Motion for Relief from Conditions of Confinement and to

Set Expedited Briefing and Hearing Schedule contains an error on page 10 in the first complete

sentence on that page.  That sentence should read “Even when clearly marked ‘Attorney/Client

Privileged,’ Sheriff’s Deputies at the Alexandria Jail nevertheless read Mr. Moussaoui’s papers

given to him by counsel.”  The balance of the sentence referring to “the most recent incident” should

be stricken because counsel’s understanding was inconsistent with the facts as stated by

Mr. Moussaoui.  The error was not in drafts of the Memorandum reviewed by Mr. Moussaoui and

was called to counsel’s attention by Mr. Moussaoui when he saw a copy of what had actually been

filed.
